TREPASSEY, N. F., May 11.—The 
NC-1 tonight is all ready to ‘start the 
Navy’s transatlantic flight. -The NC- 3 
is in ‘perfect condition, but not -yet re- 
fueled, while the NC-4 is still at Chatham, 
Mass. So far as the expedition heads 
here are concerned the start. is still: un- 
certain, with every probability of no un- 
due lingering: Commander Towers, the 
squadron. commander, will sdt ‘commit 
-himself on this point, and refarés even 
te say whether’he is awaiting the NC-4, 
but it is authoritatively pointed out that 
Ahe Navy's attempt at -the Atlantic air 
crogfaingé starts at Trepassey, hence 
there is no need for a breakneck . get- 
away, since (he elapsed: tims to.the mor 
ment of taking thé air here.does not 
count. Under the supervision of the 
flying officers and Commander Towers, 
mechanics and a variety of technical ex- 
pérts spent a busy day in tuuingk both 
the flying boats. To complete their readi- 
hess, they ;really needed remarkably 
little, but. in the words of a flying 
e@fficer, ‘just those efficient wyrensrione 
Which got us here.’’

BUBBLE IN .TUBE AS HORIZON 


Other Instruments Indicate 
Drift and Speed and the 
Course and Distance.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Three new 
instruments for airship navigation have 
been invented and are being employed 
|for the first time by the NC-1, NC-3, 
and NC-4 in the transatlantic flight. 
They are an aerial sextant, a drift and 
speed indicator, and a course and dis- 
tance indicator. 

‘‘No airpiane. nas ever flown far 
enough out to sea to. warrant the use of 
the sun, moon> and stars for fixing a 
‘geographical position,’’ said the Navy 
Department today, in announcing the 
use of these instruments.. ‘‘ An, instru- 
ment has been designed that will enable 
the air navigator to locate-his position, 
regardless of the state of weather and 
regardless of the very fast speed of the 
airplane. An equal feature of the aerial 
sextant, known as the Byrd sextant, in- 
vented by Lieutenant Commander H. L. 
Byrd, is that a bubble in a tube takes 
the place of the sea horizon and obserya- 
tions. A specially constructed lens is 
used in sighting the bubble, which is 
reflected in a mirrer. The sun is re- 
fleeted in another mirror. The obserxer. 
brings the sun tangent to a Ifne at the 
Saiié timé he brings’ the bubble tangent 
to, thé line.” 

n. ‘This is of éspecial value, as 

the aviator is often above the clouds, and 
weak when flying at low altitudes the 
hortagn is t0o dim to be seen elearly. 
With’ this‘ new -eerial sextant the turva- 
ture.:of thé eafth does not have to be 


takéfi into considération in. calculating 
position. The bubbte is lighted at night, 
so that night observations may be taken. 


New Chart Saves Time. 

* New methods of aatronomical calcu- 
lations also-have been devised which ‘en- 
Able the: navigator.to make his calcu- 
lations. in a fifth of the time that was 
formerly , necessary. A projection chart 
of the “Atlantic Ocean has been specially 
constructed for this purpose. This chart, 
a new invention, does away with diffi- 
cult mathematical calculations, enabling 
the aviator to determine his position in 
a few. minutes. 


air favigator is the calculation of the 
speed and direction of the wind, both 
day. and night. In spite of the reliabil- 
ity of the compass it can only give the 
course upon Which the craft heads, and 
in’ determinitig the true course proper 
allowance must bé made for the side- 
wise drift caused. by the wind. For ex- 
ample, a wind blowing. thirty miles an 
hour: towards the side of the plane will 
‘low it thirty miles an hour out of its 
course. This fact alone makes thé navi- 
gation of the-air far more difficult than 
the navigation of the sea. 

“Po overcome this difficulty bombs 
have. been invented which ignite upon 
stfiking the surface of the water and 
give a dense smoke and. bright light for 
teh minutes... An ‘instrument, is used in 
conjunction ‘with this bomb whith en- 
abled the navigator to determine the 
velocity and‘ direction of the wind by 
sighting on the smoke in the daytime 
and the lights at night. This instru- 
ment, called fhe speed and drift indida- 
tor, has proved successful. 

‘‘ When the navigator has found the 
speed and direction of the wind, he must 
then “be able to calculate the course to 
stetr towards the Azores to allow for 
this wind. To do this an instrumeht has

Quota in Practically Entire 
Country Taken Without Ma- 
terial Aid of Banks, 


OFFICIALS -ARE JUBILANT 


They Still Estimate That Sub- 
scriptions Will Total 
- -$6,000,000,000. 


MANY DISTRICTS OVER TOP 


Country, With Greater Part of War 
Expenses Provided For, Can 
Now Settle Down.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Approxi- 
mately 15,000,000 persons -bought YVic- 
tory Liberty notes. in the campaign 
which closed last night, according to 
estimates received by the Treasury De- 
partment trom tne Federal Reserve 
Banks today. This total compares with 
approximately 21,000,000 purchasers inJ 
the fourth loan; 17,000,000 in the, third 
loan; 9,400,000 in the second loan, and 
4,000,000 in the first loan. 

-The Federal Reserve Committees able 


to place estimates on their subscriptions 
reported approximatel; as follows: Min- 
neapolis . district, 1,000,000; Chicago, 
1,200,000; Cleveland, 1,560,000; Boston, 
940,000; . Philadelphia, 1,500,000; San 
*Wrancisco, 800,000; Kansas City, 906,000. 
The other aistricts were not able to es- 
timate accurately the number of_ their 
subscribers, but based on the reduced 
totals as compared with the fourth loan 
the remaining five districts should pro- 
duce enough additional individual sub- 
scrjbers to bring the total up» to 15,- 
000,000. 

Treasury officials eisbeinet 3 great sat- 
isfaction over, this wide distribution in 
view ‘ef the changed industrial candi- 
tlons and theefact that this loan came 
at a time when the agricultural inter- 
ests fgund it jess conyenient to invest 
money in Government bonds because of 
the greater (demands for capital in crop 

“ite result ‘is.comaidefed es- 
pecially gratifying in view of the fact 
that this loan was conducted without 
the excitement of. war. to.stimulaté it. 

No returns were received from. the 
Federal . Résefve- Banks today - which 
enabled the Treasury to estimate the 
amount. of.. the. oversubsoriptions; but 
they are still expected to represent an 
aggregate sale of $6,000,000,000, It is not 
likely that the official total: will be 
Known before May 24. Banks will have 
until May 20 to get their returns into 
the Federal Reserve Banks, and thé 
Federal Reserve Banks will have until 
May 24 to get their reports to the 
Treasury Department. 
New York districts are officially over, 
but accurate figures are not available. 
The only -change in the official figures 
today was due to the receipt of a belated 
report from. Kansas City, bringing the 
total filed with the Federal Reserve 
Banks up to noon Saturday to $3,854,- 
638,000. 

Unofficial advices from the Atlanta, 
San Francisco, and Dallas -districts, all 
of which have been lagging badly, indi- 
cate that while there will be no large 
oversubscription in any of those dis- 
tricts, all of them should reach their 
quotas. With Maryland and the District 
of Columbia both over, there seems to 
be no real doubt as to the Richmond 
district attaining its quota. . 

Reports from all districts indicate that 
in practically the entire country the 
quota was taken’ without material as-; 
sistance from banks. In the New Eng- 
land District 904 cities and towns had 
achieved their quotas’before the closing 
hour, divided by States as follows: 
Maine, 250; Vermont, 198; New Hamp- 
shire, 160; Massachusetts, 150; Connecti- 
cut, 120, and Rhode Island, 17. ‘ 

The Chicago district estimated its total 
at $745,000,000, of which the city of Chi- 
cago subscribed $240,000,000 without the 
aid of its banks. Illinois, outside of 
Chicago, subscribed $85,000,000; lowa, 
$112,000,000; Michigan, $148,000,000 ; that 
part of Indiana in the Ohicago district, 
$82,000,000; that part of Wisconsin in 
the Chicago district, $35,000,000. 

The latest figures frém the Cleveland 
district gave a ‘total “of  $470,400,000,

BRUSSELS, May 11, (via Montreal.)— 
The removal of‘the body of Edith 
véll ‘for* burial in England will take 
place on May 13. Miss Cavell was the 
English nurse who was exécuted sum- 
marily by the Germans in 1915 for aid- 
ing prisoners to cross the frontier into 
Holland. =< 
Her body Was exhuined at Brussels on 
March 17 and placed in a double coffin 
of zinc and oak and conveyed to the 
Tir National. The body was found 
clothed in a black dress,under a blue 
cloak,- and there was a black hat be- 
side it.

The undefinable | 
instrument 6f pressure whith’ fhey pre- 
sent to us is no instrument of peace, but 
an expression of their . pitiléss determi- 
nation to continvie, by Sther’ means, 
their war of extérmination against the 

German. people. 

“It would therefore be lunacy to be- 
lieve that peace would be’ brought about 
by putting six German names on one 
Plece of paper. Even after the signing 
of this so-called peace treaty, the Avorld 
war would not be at an end. If we sign, 
we mefely stand before another stage of 
world strugglé. In place of thundering” 
annihilation, there would be clandestine 
destruction which would last for genera- 
tions, and after an age of despair we 
should still look in vain for the hour of 
delivery. 

‘If we do not sign, then we have 
-before us a short struggle which would 
bring either destruction or salvation. 
Coolly and calmly must we justify the 
fighting strength of our means of re- 
sistance and carry through our decisions 
with unswerving consistency. 

‘*When we declare that we will not 
sign we must stick to that, come what 
may. Only when we force our enemies 
to develop their brutality to that point 
at .which they themselves become 
alarmed by it; only when we show & 
strength of patience and endurance 
which.-will wring admiration from the 
world and strike its conscience—only 
then shall we succeed by the extent of 
our sacrifice to hasten the coming of 
qur day.

GENEVA, ‘May 11.—The general lines of Germany’s counter- 
proposals to. the Entente’s ‘peace terms were established in the’

exaltation of the idea of the League of Nations; and an’ indignant 
demand for a “pure application of President’ Wilson’s fourteen: 
calculated to. impress- American opinion favorably, a 
divide’ America and the Allies, and secondly, an ostentatious insis- 
tence on the socialistic nature of the German Government, and an 
appeal to the Socialist leaders and workers‘ of allied countries 
to protect the German proletariat from terms “reducing the German

POTASH FROM ALSACE. 

A change in the French Govern- 
ment's attitude toward exports df pot- 
ash to this country. from thé mines in 
Alsace, formerly controlled by the 
German syndicate, is indicated by 
President. WrLs0N’s cable message, on 
April 28, -to Senator Hircucock, in 
which: he says that France. is: ‘‘ now 
offering ’’ this potash for shipment. 
At the end of December Mr. HURLEY; 
Chairman of the Shipping Board, then 
in Paris, gave to THe Assoctated Press 
a statement about his plan for plaeing 
cargoes of potash from the Alsatian 
deposits on food ships that were re- 
turning to this country with empty 
holds. He was confident that all the 
potash needed in the United States 
could ‘be sent from these mines, Our 
annual imports from: Germany before 
the war were about 250,000 tons, and 
we are now producing 60,000.

SUFFRAGE LOOMS IN FRANCE 


Votes for Women: Likely ‘to be a 
Political Issue After War.

PARIS, May 11. —Woman suffrage bids 
fair to.-become after the war a political 
issue in France. ‘The question so far as 
it has developed debate in the Chamber 
is not so much whether the vote is to go 
to Frenchwomen, but as to whether 
they will have it in full at the outset or 

only for local affairs. 

‘The arguments just beginning to get 
under way have all the familiar ring of 
suffrage discussions in the early days of 
the movement in America, with this ad- 
dition: its advocates hope to find a 
remedy for lack of population after the 
war.

Through the terms 
of the Bocument, it was felt, the allied 
and neutral nations could visualize a 
future of gradually. growing pirdsper- 
ity, supplying a basis upon which the 
prosperity of the United States might 
rise. to greater heights. The treaty 
means not only the destruction of Ger- 


man people to be hewers of wood and 
drawers of water for many yéars to 
the “peoples whom their ruthlessness 
so greatly injured. The necessity for 
making just return, as far as stich is 
possible, for the wrongs of Gefman 
policy and force entails, under the 
treaty, the shifting of a vast finapcial 
burden from. France, Belgium, #ng- 
land, and the other allied natiops to 
the nation which incited the war.=The 
process will aid in bringing the soun- 

triés of Western Europe nearer to the 
time when they may. buy freely 
abroad, not on borrowed monéy, but 
on the proceeds of their own industry. 
The treaty has yet to be signed, of 
course, and much opposition from the 
German Government and people is to 
be expected. There is no gainsaying 
the severity of the terms from the 
German: point -of..view.’ In order ‘to 
meet the obligation proposed by, the 
victors, the'German nation must-pre- 
vide during the next thirty years or 
so the equivalent of $38,000,000,000 or 
more ‘of principal sand interest in 
goods, gold, sécuritfed, and services. 
A German estimate puts the total at 
$45,000,000,000 at the part of ex- 
change. This is a fixed charge coming 
ahead of the internal debt and inter- 
est, the former amounting to some 
$41,000,000,000, and it must be raised 
from a more restricted territory than 
before the war, from a smaller popu- 
lation, with a meagre merchant ma- 
rine to carry goods abroad, and, at 
the beginning, with a disorganized and 
greatly inflated currency system. The 
Germans will doubtless squirm and 
make dire threats, but: in quarters 
where the German psychology and 
business qualities are undérstood it is 
believed. that they will consent to the 
treaty. And afterward they will pay.
